Chavez Says Senate 
Croup Plans Look At 
Defense Policies 


WASHINGTON UV-Sen. Chavez 
(D-NM) said today a Senate Ap­ 
propriations 
subcommittee 
he 
heads will i n v e s t i g a t e a row 
among the armed services over 
basic defense policies. 
Secretary of Defense Wilson had 
sought to avert an inquiry by call­ 
ing top civilian and uniformed offi­ 
cers of the three services Mon­ 
day to a joint news conference 
designed to play down the squab­ 
ble. 
Wilson 
said he doesn’t think 
a 
congressional 
investigation 
is 
needed or that it would do any 
good. 
“ I wouldn’t think so,*’ he said 
in reply to a question. “ I have 
confidence that I’m getting my 
m ilitary advice from the right peo­ 
ple. I think the country thinks so 
too.” 
Chavez, who had said earlier he 
thinks top officials of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force are acting 
like prim a donnas, told a reporter 
today: 
“ We plan to have the high brass 
of all three services in here, and 
ask them why is it they are bick­ 
ering.” 
Wilson described the new public 
row as a “ little hurricane” and 
said he wants to end it before it 
becomes serious. ” 1 think,” he 
said, 
“the 
eager 
beavers 
are 
gnawing down some of the wrong 
trees.” He declined to elaborate. 
Wilson was flanked at the news 
conference by the secretaries of 
the three services and the four 
m em bers of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 
“There will always be some dif­ 
ferences of opinion within and be­ 
tween the services in connection 
with m ilitary operations,” he said. 
“ Honest differences and reason­ 
able competetion between the mili­ 
tary services are healthy and will 
result in a stronger defense estab­ 
lishment. 
“ It is not good for the country, 
however, to have the differences, 
some of which are set forth in 
confidential staff papers, aired on 
a basis of service partisanship 
without giving the proper responsi­ 
ble officials the opportunity to 
weigh all the factors involved.” 
The trouble broke out Saturday

“ leaked” by still unidentified offi­ 
cers whom Army and Air Force 
chiefs described Monday as colo­ 
nels or people of lesser rank. One 
of these pictured current emphasis 
on air power as leading to dis­ 
aster.

BEAVER — Federal 
Engineer 
Richard Pope was expected to open 
an office in the Beaver C o u n t y 
Courthouse today to serve as a 
clearing center for claims and to 
direct local governments in em er­ 
gency repairs as the result of a 
storm May 12 which caused exten­ 
sive damage in parts of the county. 
President Eisenhower yesterday 
designated the upper Ohio River 
Basin region in Western Pennsyl­ 
vania a disaster area and authoriz­ 
ed Civil Defense Administrator Val 
Peterson to spend what emergency 
funds are necessary pending de­ 
termination of the actual need. 
The disaster status had been re­ 
quested for Beaver County by Sen. 
Jam es H. Duff and Rep. F r a n k 
Clark of the 25th District. 
The declaration makes several 
types of federal aid available in 
the district. 
A definite sum has not been al­ 
lotted and no claims had been filed 
this morning. 
Clark said the aid will be pro­ 
vided for removal of debris, em er­ 
gency restoration of utilities a n d 
safety and health m easures. 
The President acted on the ad­ 
vice of investigators who inspected 
the area last Friday. Beaver Coun­ 
ty commissioners had certified that 
local funds were inadequate to re­ 
store damaged property. 
Fairview and Ohio View, n e a r 
Midland, were among the areas hit 
hardest by the storm.

Miss Mangum Pleads

Million From Firm 


NORFOLK, Va. 
— A bright 
young girl who knew what book­ 
keeping was all about m ay have 
been the downfall of Minnie Man­ 
gum, 
the 
million-dollar 
embez­ 
zler. 
The 
52-year-old 
spinster 
with 
the kind heart pleaded guilty Mon­ 
day 
to 
taking 
$1,082,868 
from 
the Commonwealth Building and 
Loan Assn. of Norfolk over a 22- 
year period. 
As assistant secretary-treasurer 
Miss Minnie handled the books 
and liked to hire girls who knew 
“her system ” of card accounting. 
Last September she hired Mrs. 
Robert G. Cannon, wife of a sail­ 
or stationed at the big naval base 
here. Mrs. Cannon, 21, had worked 
at a building and loan firm back 
in her home town of Waukegan, 
IU. 
From the start, she didn’t like 
the way Miss Minnie handled the 
accounting system. 
One day in November, while a 
group of state auditors were in 
the office, the two women quar­ 
reled over a missing account card 
and Mrs. Cannon called Miss Min­ 
nie a liar for saying she didn’t 
know about the card. 
Fifteen minutes later Mrs. Can­ 
non was out of a job. But she told 
the auditors aU she knew. 
And on Dec. 16, they swooped 
down in a surprise check on Com­ 
monwealth and found the firm ’s 
finances in such disarray that the 
company went under, 'hie short­ 
ages totaled nearly three miUion 
dollars. 
Then, 
gradually, 
the

story of this woman who came 
from a poor family was unfolded. 
It was the story of a woman 
who started at the bottom and 
worked her way to the top as a 
$9,000-a-year executive of one of 
the largest firms of its kind in 
Virginia.

Hanna Link 
In Burglary 
Told Jury 


Officer’s Story He 
Found Coffeemakers 
Outlined By Finley 


Details of how two coffeem akert 
from the Smith & Phillips Co. 
store cam e into the possession of 
Robert Hanna, suspended city pa­ 
trolman, were being worked out in 
cross-examination of Ralph Fin­ 
ley, secretary of the store, at Lis­ 
bon this morning in the officer’* 
trial on burglary. 
Hanna, dressed in a blue suit 
for the second day of the trial, is 
charged with a 1954 breaking and 
entering of the store. 
Finley, 33, of Pond St. was the 
first witness to take the stand as 
the trial began this morning be­ 
fore a jury of l l women and one 
man seated yesterday afternoon. 
Finley was first questioned by 
Atty. G. William Brokaw, assist­ 
ant prosecutor, who had Finley out­ 
line the interior arrangem ent of 
the store, the methods of locking 
it and procedures taken to pre­ 
vent an increasing amount of m ys­ 
terious losses starting in 1951. 
Finley said small appliances and 
other items had been taken, along 
with larger articles such as a cook­ 
ing range, television set and sew­ 
ing machine. 
A list of the m erchandise lost in 
this period was submitted as evi­ 
dence. Finley told how the compa­ 
ny alerted th* sales people to the 
losses, changed all of the locks 
and even left phosphorescent dust 
on a radio in an attem pt to iden­ 
tify the thief. 
The firm also notified the police 
departm ent and put a clerk on 
duty at night in a balcony office, 
he reported. The store official also 
described a bookkeeping system 
which the store m aintains to ac­ 
count for every article in the store 
at anytime.

He told Hanna that he 
might be the recipient of stolen 
property and advised him to tell 
who stole it or that he would file 
a charge the following day. Finley 
said this occurred about Jan. 15. 
Hanna came to Finley’s house 
that night after a phone call, Fin­ 
ley said, and the police officer 
said he had found that coffee pot 
and another in an alley outside 
of the shipping room door of the 
furniture company while he was 
on duty.

Brokaw went on to say Hanna 
had explained he found the coffee­ 
makers in the alley. The assistant 
prosecutor said he would s h o w 
that the key to the radio room in 
City Hall, could turn the lock on 
the Smith & Phillips door on the 
alley, and that it had been used to 
do so. 
Brokaw said store officials knew 
various articles had been taken 
from the store over a period of 
years, and had tried to learn how 
the items were taken—none from a 
recognized breaking of a door or 
window. 
Judge Sharp explained to th e 
jury that although burglary can be 
termed a “forcible entry’’—use of 
force to break a door or window— 
the use of a key to enter unlaw­ 
fully also is burglary, or breaking 
and entering.

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Fear Of The Consequences 


Ohioans have a special interest in congres­ 
sional action this year to tighten federal anti­ 
narcotics laws. 
They have supported the model anti-narcotics 
law now in effect in this state. Its provisions 
are so stiff they are offensive to legalists who 
insist that a law can be so drastic it offends 
the public. 
The same opposition to stiffer federal penal­ 
ties is being voiced in Washington. But there 
is no proof that juries are squeamish about in­ 
flicting harsh penalties on dope peddlers. The 
Boggs Act has not been any embarrassment 
to the Federal Bureau of Narcotics in getting 
convictions. 
Harry J. Anslinger, the federal narcotics com­ 
missioner, maintains that the illicit trade in 
drugs can best be curbed by putting every con­ 
victed trafficker out of business for as long as 
possible. 
Fear of the consequences is a two-edged 
weapon in narcotics legislation. Those who 
already are involved in the narcotics racket 
know that under a stiff law they can draw 
penalties which would put them away for the 
4 rest of their lives. 
Those who are enticed to become addicts, 
which means in effect they will be recruited 
as peddlers in order to get a supply of heroin, 
know they are gambling with their very lives 
if they make the wrong decision. 
A federal narcotics law at least as tough 
as Ohio’s model law is called for. If every 
state had a tough law, and if all states were 
backed by an equally tough federal law, the 
dope traffic could be reduced to the disappear­ 
ing point. 


Toll-Road Test 


Years of speculation about the ultimate place 
of toll roads in a modern highway system may 
come to a showdown in Ohio’s decision on a 
north-south turnpike. 
Gov. Lausche’s order to the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission to quit speculating and find out 
whether or not a north-south turnpike can be 
financed by private capital will force the issue. 
If private investors will not risk capital in 
a north-south turnpike in Ohio, such a decision 
will be based in part on the experience of in­ 
vestors in Ohio’s east-westt urnpike. 
That experience has been affected up to this 
point by what Chairman James W. Schock- 
nessy refers to in the Ohio Turnpike Commis­ 
sion’s 1955 report as an attempt by truckers 
to “take the measure of the Commission ” Al­ 
though he believes this will have no long-term 
Turnpike No. I nor upon its success as a factor 
in the national economy, it could have a short­ 
term 
effect 
on 
the 
thinking 
of 
toll-road 
investors. 
Ohio’s multitude of free roads makes it pos­ 
sible for potential turnpike users to avoid the 
use of toll roads. This free choice has been 
one of the perplexities of toll-road theory— 
whether or not toll roads should supplement 
or supplant main arteries of regular highway 
systems. 
In theory, truckers more than make up turn­ 
pike tolls by savings in time and fuel. But in 
practice truckers in a state like Ohio can stay 
off the toll road at their own expense, and use 
free roads, to “take the measure of the Com­ 
m ission”; i.e., to force it to reduce its rates 
to their specifications, bondholders and high­ 
way planners to the contrary nothwithstanding. 


Oregon's Morse Code 
Oregon produced more votes for Stevenson 
than Kefauver and more votes for Douglas 
McKay than Philip Hitchcock in its primary 
last Friday. President Eisenhower was given 
a nice round of applause and so was Vice 
President Nixon. Sen. Wayne Morse was re­ 
buked mildly in the Democratic primary, where 
he now runs because he has quit calling him­ 
self a Republican. 
The most significant of these expected re­ 
sults was the rebuke to Sen. Morse, who will 
be challenged for his political life in November 
by former Secretary of Interior McKay. 
Morse was elected as a Republican in 1944 
and again in 1950. But in 1952, he announced 
he henceforth would be an independent. In 1955. 
he went the rest of the way and announced 
he henceforth would be 
a 
Democrat, 
thus 
breaking faith completely with the voters who 
sent him to the Senate as a Republican. 
It was to deal with this political perfidy that 
Secretary McKay resigned from the Eisenhow­ 
er cabinet to go home to Oregon to run against 
Morse. First he had to beat Hitchcock for the 
nomination. That has been done. 
There is no place in the U.S. Senate for 
politicians who work both sides of the street. 
The Senate is organized by the majority party 
in the two-party system. Chairmanships are 
assigned on a party basis. A member who 
fails to vote with his party on organizational 
issues betrays not only voters but the state 
he represents. The Morse code in the U. S. 
Senate makes no sense.

Markets Prove Japan's Big Problem 


Japan, prior to World War II, 
was the principal industrial nation 
in Asia. That industry was based 
on the concept of the export of 
m a n u(actur- 
ed 
goods ex­ 
ceeding t h e 
cost of imports 
of raw materi­ 
als and food­ 
stuffs w h i c h 
Japan lacked. 
During 
World 
War II, Japan 
w a s defeated 
by the ability 
George Sokolsky of the United 
States to cut off supplies and raw 
materials. Japan was, in fact, 
starved into defeat. 
It was the genius of Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur to recognize that 
Japan should not be given a Car­ 
thaginian Peace but should rather 
be given every opportunity to re­ 
build itself on a peaceful basis. 
This, of course, encountered many 
difficulties. The Japanese yen, for 
instance, before the war was worth 
50 cents, American currency; at 
present 360 yen is equivalent to 
one American dollar. Furthermore, 
the Communist revolution in China 
has closed Japan’s most advan­ 
tageous market. Even if trade 
treaties were arranged between 
Japan and Red China, there is little 
hope that the trade can develop 
very favorably for Japan. Also, the 
markets of southeast Asia have 
continued to be disturbed by war 
and revolution. 


NEVERTHELESS, 
Japan’s 
in­ 
dustry is being rebuilt sharply and 
some 47 billion yen have come into 
Japan through foreign investors, 
the principal investor being Ameri­ 
can companies. There is also a 
considerable number of Swiss com­ 
panies the realistic ownership of 
which no one can tell, as Switzer­ 
land is one of the principal sanctu­ 
aries for obscure money in the 
world. 
It is possible to say from a study 
of the statistical data of foreign 
capital investment in Japan as of 
the end of 1955, as issued by The 
Foreign Capital Research Society 
of Japan, that that country is 
rapidly moving back to its former 
position of industralization. And in 
spite of Point IV and other de­ 
vices, there is little to indicate 
that Japan will encounter any seri­ 
ous competitors in eastern Asia in 
the near future. It is not known 
what industrial development h a s 
taken place in Red China, but as 
the Communists usually toast of 
their successes, it can be reported 


that there have been few boasts 
in that quarter. 


THE PROBLEM remains m ar­ 
kets. 
For 
many 
years, 
t h e 
Japanese were able to gain great 
economic advantage by their ex­ 
port of silk, principally to t h e 
United States. However, silk is no 
longer a tremendous item of com­ 
merce. Its beautiful place has been 
taken by textiles made out of 
chemicals which seem to increase 
in number constantly. 
American women, who enriched 
Japan by wearing silk stockings, 
now wear nylons. There may still 
be a market for Japanese silks in 
the east of Asia, but they have to 
compete with all sorts of silk-like 
or silk-looking textiles from all 
over the world. It will take most 
unusual ingenuity on the part of the 
Japanese to restore silk as an im­ 
portant item of international com­ 
merce and it may not be worth 
the effort. 
Japanese mills have been suc­ 
cessful in turning out cotton tex­ 
tiles. It needs to be noted that raw 
cotton has to be imported. There­ 
fore the Japanese, to sell their 
manufactured textiles, have to buy 
a raw cotton at a low price and 
sell manufactured textiles at a low­ 
er price than other competitors. 


CHEAPNESS of price can be 
Japan’s only advantage. This, of 
course, generates political as well 
as commercial antagonism wher­ 
ever Japanese textiles come into 
competition with the textiles of oth­ 
er countries. 
The only way the Japanese can 
beat the game in the United States 
is to avoid labelling the national 
source of the product, which also 
makes for difficulties, particularly 
in the southern states of the United 
States where it is popular to sell 
raw cotton to Japan but unpopular 
to see Japanese-made textiles in 
the stores. 


IN A WORD, while it is true that 
considerable American capital has 
gone into Japan, in one form or 
another, to rebuild Japan’s indus­ 
try, marketing continues to be an 
extremely difficult problem for that 
country. However, these same dif­ 
ficulties have existed since World 
War I. The Japanese tried to beat 
them by war and conquest and 
failed. 
This problem still needs to be 
beaten if Japan is to hold her 
own and not be absorbed in the 
Soviet bloc which can offer Japan 
several very good markets, par­ 
ticularly China, Manchuria and the 
rising population of Siberia.

WASHINGTON f.P—It must have 
been those fellows downstairs. 
That was the gist of a news con­ 
ference at which the very highest 
brass in the Pentagon Monday 
got together to play down reports 
of conflict among the armed serv­ 
ices. 
Over the weekend some news­ 
men obtained documents indicat­ 
ing disagreement 
a m o n g the 
Army, Navy and Air Force on the 
part each thinks it should play 
in any future war. This was a fire 
Secretary of Defense Wilson want­ 
ed to put out in a hurry. 
He conceded as much. He said 
reports of conflict “can become 
serious m atters” To show every­ 
thing was in harmony at the 
highest military levels he called a 
news conference in the Pentagon 
Auditorium. 
He was flanked on both sides 
by the civilian secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force and 
by the chiefs of staff of the three 
services, resplendent in uniforms, 
brass buttons and ribbons. 
Who wrote the documents, from 
which the news stories quoted, in­ 
dicating disagreement among the 
services? 
Those 
d o c u m e n t s 
showed the Army critical of the 
Air Force and the Air Force crit­ 
ical of the Navy and the Army. 
Not the chiefs of staff. They 
didn’t do it. They said so. They 
said they didn’t have any basic 
disagreements. 
WTell, 
then, 
who 
wrote the documents? 
Wilson said they were the work 
of men lower in rank than those 
around the table. They were, he 
said, “staff papers that reflect the 
view of individuals who worked 
on them and not necessarily the 
approved policies of the services.” 
No one indicated any desire to 
punish any of those people down­ 
stairs for letting the cat out of the 
bag. They indicated it was not 
really a full-sized cat. 
A 
congressional 
investigation, 
where each of the secretaries and 
chiefs of staff could be quizzed 
separately, 
might 
reveal 
more 
than came out of the news confer­ 
ence Monday. 
Nevertheless, this seems clear 
enough from as much of the con­ 
flict as has been disclosed: 
The world is entering a period 
when 
even 
the 
best 
military 
minds can't be sure what form a 
future war will take. That was 
plain enough before this new pub­ 
lic disagreement. 
The emphasis right now is on 
air power, nuclear weapons and 
missiles. If the United States and 
Russia reach a point where they 
could destroy each other—with air 
power, nuclear weapons and mis­ 
siles — they probably won’t start 
that kind of war on each other. 
But just to discourage each oth­ 
er from starting such a war they 
will have to retain big air power, 
nuclear weapons and missiles into 
the foreseeable future as a deter­ 
rent. 
» 


And to be sure neither side will 
develop something so new and 
devastating that it might win a 
war if the other side didn't have 
it, both sides will have to keep on 
developing more powerful and ter­ 
rible weapons. 
This doesn’t rule out war alto­ 
gether. If there is an air-nuclear- 
missile stalemate, there may be 
smaller wars—like Korea—where 
big powers hold back on the all- 
out weapons, for fear of retalia­ 
tion, and use the conventional kind. 
In that kind of war the Army 
would probably have to be bigger 
than it is now. Or would it? Or if 
one side started the small war 
would it do so with a willingness 
to make all-out war if it started 
to lose the small war? 
The Pentagon brass may be in 
agreement on the plans they make 
for a while but they can’t be any 
more sure of the future than a 
civilian. 


Early Medicine 


Turkey is commemorating a his­ 
toric contribution to mercy a n d 
science — the establishment 750 
years ago of a hospital and med­ 
ical clinic at Kayseri. 
Some original structures s t i l l 
stand in the central Turkish city. 
Early documents reveal that the 
hospital 
employed 
two 
general 
practitioners, two surgeons a n d 
two eye doctors. When founded in 
1206, it was ranked among the 
world’s best. 
Even then, hospitals were not 
new in human experience, the Na- 
Gonal Geographic Society s a y s . 
Some authorities think the earliest 
medical schools were the temples 
of Saturn, which pre-date t h e 
Christian era. Ancient R o m a n s 
built infirmaries for their soldiers— 
possibly the first military hospi­ 
tals. 
Many early religious orders de­ 
voted their time to the care of the 
sick. In the 4th century A D., St. 
Basil, a founder of monastic insti­ 
tutions, established a religious hos­ 
pital at Caesarea in Cappadocia. 
Paris was served by a similar hos­ 
pital founded in the 600’s. 
Throughout the Dark Ages many 
physicians tried to preserv e Greco- 
Arabic medical knowledge. Much 
medical learning filtered out to the 
world from the School of Salerno. 
It towered among medical institu­ 
tions of the 12th century.

government 
which is an aggressor must atone 
for its crime or show in some 
way its repentance for an evil 
deed. 
For unless moral law can pre­ 
vail, nations will inevitably resort 
again to military force to deal 
with aggressors. 
Today the extension of recogni­ 
tion to Red China is a violation of 
the principle that the aggressor 
must not be given moral support. 
The record shows that any gov­ 
ernment this side of the iron cur­ 
tain which recognized Red China 
did so late in 1949 or early in 1950 
—the last being Indonesia on April 
13, 1950—but all of them before 
the aggression in Korea and be­ 
fore Chinese Communist interven­ 
tion occurred in the later months 
of 1950. Among the governments 
which 
had 
previously 
extended 
recognition 
are 
Great 
Britain, 
Israel, the Scandinavian countries, 
the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
eight other free nations. 
The United Nations itself on 
Feb. I, 1951, however, adopted a 
resolution which condemned the 
Red China government for engag­ 
ing in Korea and called upon “ all 
states and authorities to refrain 
from giving assistance to the ag­ 
gressors in Korea.'* 


TO THIS DAY the Red China 
government has refused to allow 
the United Nations to carry out 
the objectives of the 
armistice 
which was to bring unification to 
Korea and make a treaty of peace. 
There is at the moment a state 
of war in Korea between the Unit­ 
ed Nations and the Red China gov­ 
ernment. So when Egypt extends 
recognition it is not only dealing a 
body blow to the prestige and in­ 
fluence of the United Nations but 
is taking a direct slap at the Unit­ 
ed States, which lost 33,000 killed 
and 110,000 wounded in the Ko­ 
rean war—all for the cause of col­ 
lective security and the ideals of 
the United Nations. 
It is ironical to hear Premier 
Nasser of Egypt and some of the 
spokesmen of Asian countries, like 
Nehru of India and Sukarno of 
Indonesia, berating the Western 
powers for “colonialism” and yet 
failing to condemn the biggest and 
latest example of ruthless colonial­ 
ism the world has ever seen—the 
Soviet conquest of Red China. Last 
week “U.S. News & World Re­ 
port” published excerpts from a 
copyrighted book entitled, “The 
True Story of Red China” by Lu­ 
cian Taire, a European business­ 
man who has just come out of 
Red China after 30 years of con­ 
tinuous life there and who writes; 


“ THE GRAVEST illusion afflict­ 
ing Western attitudes is the belief 
that China is a free agent, that it 
can be circumscribed and con­ 
tained, perhaps even weaned from 
the Soviet Union. The fact is, Chi­ 
na has been conquered almost as 
thoroughly as if there had been a 
direct Soviet military invasion, fol­ 
lowed by the establishment of a 
Russian - model military govern­ 
ment that could control the cumu­ 
lative power of 580 million people. . 
“The outside world is not fully 
aware of, or ignores, the fact that 


slaughter on a stupendous scale 
accompanied 
the 
much-lauded 
Communist land reform. For more 
people were killed in China during 
this historic shift of economic con­ 
trol than died in Russia during the 
bloody forced collectivization. Not 
only were the exploiters executed 
but those guilty through associa­ 
tion—children and other relatives 
—also were wiped out or sent to 
the slave-labor camps that sprout­ 
ed in every province. 
“Chinese 
Communist 
ruthless­ 
ness extends even to the innocent 
victims of international power pol­ 
itics. American fliers were releas­ 
ed only as a part of a bargain to 
open diplomatic negotiations 
at 
Geneva. American civilians who 
had been imprisoned or were un­ 
der house arrest for years were 
brought into court, condemned, 
and then deported. The Chinese 
people were told that this was an 
example of the ‘leniency of the 
people’s 
government’ 
although 
there is nothing lenient in being 
held for years without trial. When 
the Geneva negotiations failed to 
produce results, 
many of t h e 
American civilians remained in 


custody or were refused exit per­ 
mits. . . 


“ NO ONE, least of all the au­ 
thor, will deny that any individ­ 
ual or nation has the right and 
privilege to form any alliance or 
partnership desired. Superficially 
it appears that the ties between 
the Soviet Union and Communist 
China are 
ones 
of 
partnership 
based on an identity of interest 
rather than domination of one by 
the other. But the evidence pre­ 
sented in this book demonstrates 
that China today is a giant slave 
state being exploited by the So­ 
viet Union to conquer all of Asia 
as a major step toward world dom­ 
ination.” 
While Egypt professes to be in­ 
terested in the liberation of peo­ 
ples who live in colonial areas, 
its latest move is bound to give 
the impression that acts of ag­ 
gression as well as cruel colonial­ 
ism are being hypocritically over­ 
looked—in fact its perpetrators are 
being welcomed as brothers. What 
a travesty on moral law, the up­ 
holding of which is the main hope 
of preventing another world war.

The defense claimed Delli-Pizzi, 
when told of the incident by the 
27-year-old dancer, followed Wick 
across the street to his hotel to 
“remonstrate” with him. 
The defense argued

Pizzi struck only one blow, and 
Brighten kitchen 
towels w i t h 
that was in self defense. Wick died these gay motifs! Seven l i t t l e 
48 hours after the encounter.

could be made in Aden’s consti­ 
tution because of its strategic and 
economic value to the common- 
| wealth. 
Talks on. future 
independence 
for the crown colony of Singapore 
broke down last week in London. 
Britain has promised greater self- 
rule to Singapore but has insisted 
| on control over internal security 
and defense of the naval base at 
the southern tip of the Malay 
j peninsula. 
On the 
Mediterranean 
island 
colony of Cyprus, Britain has been 
waging a 14-month fight against 
underground 
extremists 
fighting 
to end British rule and unite the 
island with Greece. 
Lloyd told 
the 
meeting 
here 
Cyprus “is vital” to Britain for 
carrying out NATO responsibilities 
"and also to enable us to main­ 
tain our position in the Middle 
East and to honor our great obli­ 
gations there.” Since the British 
began pulling out of the Suez Ca­ 
nal zone, Cyprus has become the 
headquarters for Britain’s forces 
in the Middle East.

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Draft Board 
Cites Changes 


Registrants Urged 
To Advise Of Moving 


John Herman Jr., chairman of 
Columbiana County Draft Board 
No. 16, explained today one of the 
features of the recent changes to 
the Selective Service regulations. 
Herman emphasized the import­ 
ance now placed on the timely re­ 
porting of all changes in occupa­ 
tion, marital, family, dependency, 
military and physical status by 
each registrant. 
He also stressed the necessity 
of keeping the board advised of 
any change in address since a 
large number of reported delin­ 
quencies originate with the failure 
to perform this simple act. 
A registrant is now required to 
submit any change in his status 
whatsoever to his local board with­ 
in IO days after it occurs, or in 
cases where the board mails him 
a request for information, he is 
given IO days in which to reply. 
“I believe it is significant to 
point out,” Herman said ‘‘that the 
failure to keep the draft boards 
completely informed of s t a t u s 
changes 
has, 
in 
numerous 
in­ 
stances, resulted in the induction 
of those registrants who might not 
have been required to go if this 
simple obligation had been met. 
‘‘This is particularly true in the 
case of fathers maintaining bona- 
fide family relationship with a 
child or children in the home. New 
regulations permit a delay in their 
induction until after non-fathers of 
the same age group have been in­ 
ducted, provided the board is noti­ 
fied of the fatherhood or pregnancy 
of the wife prior to the time the 
order for induction is mailed. Oth­ 
erwise the father is liable for in­ 
duction along with the non-fath­ 
ers,” he pointed out.

Young men were reminded that 
they are required to register for 
Selective Service within five days 
following their 18th birthday and 
Board 16 has established the fol­ 
lowing registration and information 
points for their convenience:

CLEVELAND (£> — Democratic’ 
leaders of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly have urged the governor 
to convene a special session of the 
Legislature before July I to save 
local 
governments 
from 
losing 
nearly IO million dollars in the 
form of tax rebates to banks. 
Joseph W. Bartunek of the Ohio 
Senate and James J. McGettrick. 
party leader in the House, re­ 
leased a letter of request to Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche shortly after 
they 
conferred with 
him 
here 
Monday. 
The letter said the state budget 
for 1957 will be established in July 
and the Legislature should act be­ 
fore then “if the general taxpay­ 
ers are to be spared the burden 
of making up through 
general 
taxes the windfall of approximate­ 
ly 9Mt million dollars which came 
to the financial institutions when 
the Ohio Supreme Court and the 
U. S. Supreme Court declared cer­ 
tain banking taxes invalid.” 


These taxes will be refunded as 
tax 
abatement 
certificates 
and 
come out of funds normally pro­ 
vided by the state for local gov­ 
ernments which “are already in 
a tragic financial plight,” the let­ 
ter said. 
A delay until next January’s 
regular General Assembly session 
would “cause irreparable harm to 
the local governments and permit 
the financial institutions to obtain 
an unexpected and unneeded wind­ 
fall of near IO million dollars at 
the expense of the general tax­ 
payer,” the letter continued. 
In addition to the 9Vi million 
dollars already lost by the court 
decision, local governments stand 
to “suffer an additional loss of 
34 million dollars at this time, 
and thereafter an additional loss 
of $1,900,000 a year, if this matter 
is not taken care of in a special 
session called now,” Bartunek and 
McGettrick wrote Lausche.

That’s pretty late for 
kids, but it has more kids than 
ever out there. 
In effect, this is history repeat 
ing itself. Way back when ABC 
was the Blue Network (a part of 
NBO, it grabbed off the radio 
audience at the same time — a 
mixture of both kids and adults— 
with “The Lone Ranger.” They’re 
following the same formula on TV 
with adventure shows that appeal 
to both kids and adults at 7:30 
p.m. with “Disneyland” on Wed­ 
nesdays, “Lone Ranger” on Thurs­ 
days, and “Rin Tin Tin” on Fri­ 
days.

Queried today on his p l a n s, 
Young said he expects to start the 
additional service next Monday on 
a 30-day trial basis if all the de­ 
tails can be worked out by that 
time. He said he is drafting a for­ 
mal request to the franchise com­ 
mittee. Under present plans, t h e 
current half-hour service on Grand­ 
view would continue until 5:30 
p. rn., then hourly runs would con­ 
tinue until ll. Each bus would re­ 
turn to the terminal from Cain St. 
via the park entrance, Young said. 
Councilman Orr said the infor­ 
mation on the possibility of start­ 
ing Midland runs within four weeks 
came from Andrew H. Holtz, oper­ 
ator of the Holtz Transportation 
Co. Holtz revealed several weeks 
ago he had filed for 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission

of a temporary permit to operate 
from East Liverpool and Wellsville 
to 12th St., Midland. 
Holtz buses also serve Pleasant 
Heights, East End and Wellsville. 
Both Holtz and Young started oper­ 
ations Dec. §, the day after the 
Valley Motor Transit Co. allowed 
its franchise to die. 
Councilman Clinton Seevers ask­ 
ed if the proposed changes in the 
Grandview line will be in effect 
only for the summer or if they 
will be permanent.

VICTORIA, B.C. I*)—The Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles was reeling today from a 
new blow to its athletic solar 
plexus—an eligibility ruling by the 
Pacific Coast Conference which 
could wreck its 1956 football team.

about the same. They usually have 
their own facilities, which includes 
most everything imaginable to di­ 
vert and beguile guests. 
Their rates are American plan, 
which means that the rate you pay 
includes all meals, often extras 
like afternoon tea. The big resorts 
as a rule are not designed for 
transient use. The minimum stay 
of a guest is about a week, many 
guests often stay a month or more. 
Once established at a resort you 
will find a degree of luxury, a 
range of opportunity for relaxation 
and recreation unmatched a n y ­ 
where else.

And it is not hard to magine the 
daring exploit of Ethan Allen and 
his Green Mountain boys in cap­ 
turing the British Fort of Ticonde­ 
roga, on the shores of Lake Cham­ 
plain in New York state. It hap­ 
pened in 1775. Visiting the fort now 
you can almost hear Allen’s fa­ 
mous order to surrender, when he 
shouted to the startled British Com­ 
mander: ‘‘Surrender in the name 
of the Great Jehovah and the Con­ 
tinental Congress.” 
There is the mark of history on 
smother kind of battlefield you can 
visit, far to the west. It was a 
grim disaster — the complete mas­ 
sacre of Gen. Custer and his little 
army by Indians. You can see the 
battlefield on the banks of the Lit­ 
tle Big Horn River in Montana, 
where the events of that tragic day I 
in 1876 occurred. 


MANY FEEL that the homes of! 
famous 
Americans, 
now 
pre- j 
served and open to visitors tell the i 
story of history even better than I 
the battlefields. There are hun- j 
dreds of them over the country. 
Only a few of the more notable 
are reported here. The most fa­ 
mous of all is the home of George i 


Washington at Mount Vernon, on 
the banks of the Potomac. It is 
preserved just as Washington lived 
in it, with many of his personal 
effects. It tells a clearer story of 
the kind of a man he was than a 
thousand books. 
Thomas Jefferson was a presi­ 
dent of the United States and a 
many-sided genius. He was an ar-J 
chitect and an inventor, as well. I 
You discover this vividly, with a 
new concept of the kind of man he 
was, his interests, likes and ideals, 
when you visit the lovely home he 
built on a mountain top in western 
Virginia, near CharlottsVille. It is 
called Monticello. 
The same thing is true of the 
birthplace and former home of The­ 
odore Roosevelt in New York City, 
an old brownstone house where the 
great Teddy was born and lived 
for many years. 
The story of his vigorous life is 
preserved in a special museum 
next door. You can easily reach by 
automobile the home of another 
Roosevelt, 
Franklin, 
overlooking 
the Hudson River north of New 
York. It is Hyde Park. Roosevelt’s 
grave is there and the great li­ 
brary of documents he left to the 
country. 
One of the most poignant and 
dramatic homes of great Ameri­ 


cans you can visit with your car is 
a very humble one— a log cabin in 
Kentucky, where, in the heart of 
a wilderness a child was b o r n 
called Abraham Lincoln. It is now 
a great shrine which thousands 
reverently see each year. 
There is s t i l l another historic 
home to the south in Tennessee, a 
stately southern mansion on the 
banks of the Cumberland River, 
near Nashville. Andrew Jackson 
built it for his wife Rachel. He 
called it the Hermitage. There the 
great soldier and statesman lived 
for many years, until he became 
President. It is preserved just as 
he lived in it. 
In Michigan, near Detroit, is a 
whole collection of famous homes. 
It was assembled there by Henry 
Ford as a part of Greenfield Vil­ 
lage, which in a special way makes 
many events of history come alive. 
There is the home of Thomas Edi­ 
son, the home of the song writer 
Stephen Foster, the log cabin birth­ 
place of McGuffey, who wrote fa­ 
mous readers for the schools, the 
birthplace of Noah Webster, who 
wrote a dictionary. 


MONUMENTS 
are 
interesting 
ways of telling history and em­ 
phasizing points of history. There 
are thousands of monuments over 
the country. Some are beautiful 
and important, some are funny, 
I even silly. 
In Rhode Island there is a monu­ 
ment to a chicken. But the great 
j and significant monuments empha­ 
size and dramatize history by put­ 
ting a bright spotlight on an event 
or a significant aspect of history. 
Hundreds of them are worth trav­ 
eling to, seeing and understanding. 
Almost always you need your car 
to do it. 
There are many who say that 
the most significant monument in 
this country is poignant and lovely 
Lincoln Memorial in Washington, 
D.C., where a great statue of Lin­ 
coln stands within a marble tem­ 
ple, with Lincoln’s moving words 
carved on the walls beside it. 
A monument to a different char­ 
acter is in New York harbor. It is 
a monument to an idea—the Statue 
of Liberty. The idea is freedom. 
It is the largest statue in the world 
and one of the most moving. Near­ 
ly a million visitors a year go to it, 
traveling out in special boats, 
clamber up to the statue and in­ 
side it to the towering head of the 
giant figure. From their visit they 
get a new concept of freedom and 
its meaning. 
A unique monument to several 
great Americans is Rushmore in 
the mountains called the B l a c k 
Hills of South Dakota. You can 
visit it only by automobile, see it 
best from a motor highway. There 
a great rock mountain has been 
carved with the giant heads of four 
famous Americans — Washington, 


Jefferson, Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


THROUGHOUT the country are 
famous buildings that help report 
history. Some tell a dramatic in­ 
cident of history, some report dec­ 
ades of historic events. 
Every years hundreds of thou­ 
sands gain a new concept of the 
events of our early history by vis­ 
iting Independence Hall in Phila­ 
delphia. seeing there the famed 
\ Liberty Bell, and the souvenirs left 
by the founding fathers of the Re­ 
public. 
Visitors to New York almost al­ 
ways pause before the lovely old 
building called the Sub - Treasury 
building on Wall St. On its steps 


Washington took the oath of of­ 
fice as first president of the United 
States. A few blocks away is St. 
P auls 
Chapel 
where 
he 
wor­ 
shipped. The pew he used is still 
there, carefully marked. A few 
blocks in another direction is a fa­ 
mous inn, still an historic dining 
room, where Washington gave a 
dinner for the officers of his army 
and told them goodbye as com­ 
mander in chief. It is called Fraun- 
ces Tavern. 
Full of history is our nation’s! 
Capitol building. In it great events: 
occurred and throughout it a r e 
monuments and memorials to hun- i 
dreds of Americans w h o served 
their country in one way or another I 
and helped write chapters in our 


history. Thousands visit it every 
week, follow guides around as they 
point out the historic details. A 
huge parking lot outside is pro­ 
vided for automobiles. 
There are famous churches that 
have played a part in history. Such* 
a church is the Old North Church 
in Boston, oldest church building 
standing in the city. It is famed in 
history because from its spire a 
signal light was hung which sent 
Paul Revere off on his historic 
ride. A monument to Revere show­ 
ing him on h i s galloping steed 
stands before it. 
A building of t r a g i c memory 
which has become a shrine of his­ 
tory commemorating a bloody epi­ 


sode is the Alamo in San Antonio, 
Tex. 
Originally a Spanish mission, it 
is now a memorial to a band of 
brave Americans who died in a 
seige which brought on the War 
with Mexico. One of them was the 
frontiersman Davey Crockett, in 
whose memory your son may wear 
a coonskin cap. No written report 
can tell with such force the story 
of the Alamo as an hour spent 
wandering among the mouldering 
walls 
of 
the 
ancient 
Spanish 
church.

3 C’s Assist 
In Preparing 
Of Wardrobe 


The wise selection of the right 
vacation wardrobe will make a lot 
of difference in ‘the pleasure of 
your trip. 
Most 
inexperienced 
travelers 
tend to take too much, often use­ 
less and inappropriate clothing. 
There is an easy, sensible yard­ 
stick you can apply. You can call 
it the three C’s of wardrobe plan­ 
ning: 
Correctness, 
Convenience, 
Comfort. 
Correctness means is it right for 
the kind of trip you plan, for the 
places you will visit. 
If you are going on a sightseeing 
trip where you will stay at no fash­ 
ionable hotels or resorts, you cer­ 
tainly won't need formal clothes. 
On the other hand you may want 
to do some big city shopping, or 
go to a city theater en route, where 
informal sports clothes will be 
inappropriate. 
Comfort, means things you like 
to wear, feel comfortable in — as 
to weight, style, fit. 
Convenience means ease of pack­ 
ing, things that tend to stay wrin­ 
kle free, won’t get soiled easily 
and can be quickly laundered, or 
special garm ents that are u s e d 
for special purposes—as a rain­ 
coat. 
With the three C’s in mind—plan 
your vacation wardrobe so that you 
will have enough but not too much. 
You probably will want to travel 
in sports clothes, but you will also 
want to have something a little 
less informal to put on in the eve­ 
ning, for dinner or a visit to 
friends. 
Some special things that should 
be in any vacation wardrobe are: 
a sweater of some sort, or light 
wrap. Even the desert in midsum­ 
m er gets cool at night, and the 
most benign climate has chillish 
spells. 
A raincoat — a light weight one 
that will pack easily and take a 
little room — is a must — good in­ 
surance against being marooned 
in your car or motor court be­ 
cause of a sudden shower. 
Take at least one pair of fairly 
heavy and comfortable shoes. Old 
ones that fit well and you don't 
mind getting scuffed and dirty, are 
recommended. 
No m atter where you go on your 
vacation you will certainly do a 
lot of walking, often along rough 
forest trails, over rocky beaches 
where sturdy comfortable s h o e s 
are essential. 
In selecting your vacation w ard­ 
robe consider articles made of the 
new fibers, nylon, orlon, dacron, in 
combination with cotton, wool and 
silk. 
They launder quickly and eas­ 
ily, require little or no pressing, 
are likely to be wrinkle free and 
easily packed. Important accessor­ 
ies are a good stiff clothes brush,

You’ll find it fine for beach use— 
for emergency use when you stop 
at a wayside beach or lake shore 
for a quick swim en route.

Here Are Tips 
When Driving 
In Mountains 


If you live in flat or moderately 
hilly country, you may be afraid 
to drive on mountain roads, when 
a 
vacation 
trip 
leads 
into 
or 
through high mountain country. 
You need not be. Common sense 
and some simple rules make moun­ 
tain driving safe and pleasant. The 
additional rewards of it in scenic 
opportunity and mountain adven­ 
ture are often exciting. 
Here are some things you should 
know or do about mountain driv­ 
ing. If you know your route is go­ 
ing to lead through mountain coun­ 
try, have your motor specially 
tuned for mountain driving. Bas­ 
ically that means three things: 
slightly increasing the richness of 
the gasoline mixture in your car­ 
buretor, in order to offset the thin 
air in high mountains; checking 
and adjusting spark plugs to make 
sure that the spark on each is 
strong; checking and cleaning your 
water cooling system so that it 
works at maximum efficiency, and 
there are no leaks at hose connec­ 
tions. 
When you reach the mountains 
here are some sensible rules to 
follow. 
Always stay well over to the 
right of the road. Avoid cutting 
corners, regardless of the tem pta­ 
tion to do so, on sharp mountain 
curves. Taking the curve on th$ 
inside has led to more accidents 
on mountain roads than anything 
else. 
Don’t stop along the road to look 
at the view. Stop only where you 
can pull off the road safely, pre­ 
ferably at established overlooks. 
Keep your eyes on the road and 
don’t gawk at the scenery. Driving 
a winding mountain road t a k e s 
constant and undivided attention. 
If your car has a standard trans­ 
mission, shift to a lower gear in 
climbing at the first indication of 
laboring motor. That’s what lower 
gears are for. 
If you drive up a long steep 
grade in a lower gear your motor 


will tend to heat up. If the dial 


I showing radiator heat indicates 
danger, or if your motor begins to 
steam, stop and let it cool off. 
You may need to put in more wa­ 
ter. A folding bucket or canvas 
water bag is a good accessory to 


have along if you expect to be in 
mountain country any length of 


time. 
Shift to a lowrr gear on down 
grade, to reduce speed and act as 
a brake. Never, never let your car 
coast down a grade out of gear.

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Planning Solves Most Of Vacation Problems In Advance 


Preparations 
Will Save You 
Time, Monev

Planning your vacation wisely 
m ay make the difference between 
a perfect holiday and a misadven­ 
ture in wasted time and money. 
There are many reasons 
f o r 
planning ahead of time. With vaca­ 
tion facilities limited at 
resorts 
and in vacation areas, the wise 
planners get the b e s t of them. 
Then planning helps you select the 
vacation you want from hundreds 
of possibilities. It helps you adapt 
the vacation you select to your 
limits of time, and money and to 
fit it to your particular interests. 
There is a simple pattern, for 
planning that will help you choose 
a vacation that fits your time, your 
budget and your inclinations. 
Here are rules to follow: 
Start planning early—it may take 
you several weeks to collect the 
m aterial against which you make 
your plan. There are hundreds of 
resorts, areas, agencies that will 
help you. Most of them offer free 
m aterial. 
You get it for the asking—a two- 
cent postcard is all you n e e d . 
Watch the advertisem ents and send 
away to those agencies for free 
m aterial that seems to you likely 
to be interesting. It m ay include 
advice on a route, information 
about a region, rates and descrip­ 
tive m aterial on a particular re­ 
sort, descriptive m aterial on parks 
and recreation areas, advice on ac­ 
cessories such as boats, 
fishing 
tackle, luggage. 
Other basic points of vacation 
planning include consideration of 
where to go; when to go; how 
much time to spend; how much 
will it cost; how to get there; or 
the route; what to take along. Con­ 
sider them separately. 
Where to go—the vacation ta r­ 
get reached by use of your auto­ 
mobile m ay be a place, a general 
area, or a contiguous trip, with a 
succession of stops. 
If you want a place—think of 
these possibilities—a big 
resort? 
a beach area? a fishing camp? 
the mountains? Your decision will 
be controlled by your own interests 
and those of your family. Do you 
and they like to fish, play golf, 
swim, boat, loaf on a beach, see 
the sights? It is also controlled by 
other factors—such as the amount 
of time and money you have to in- j 
vest. 
When to go — This n a y mean ! 
when you can go, or it may mean 
what is the best time to go to the 
place you want to visit. 
You m ay have to take your va­ 
cation at a certain time, and it 
m ay be that the time is one when 
several million other people w i l l 


also take vacations. So the choice 
then becomes where, with the re­ 
lation to climate and availability 
of accommodation and facility. 
But if you can choose the time 
for your trip you will often dis­ 
cover that the best time to visit a 
particular resort or area is not 
necessarily the time when most 
people go. Some veteran travelers 
say the best season in Florida is 
late spring, not winter. Many claim 
that New England in the fall is at 
its colorful best. 
How much time—One of 
t h e 
worst mistakes you can make on a 
vacation is to cram too much into 
too little time, travel too far, try 
to see too much. So when you make 
your itinerary plan distances to be 
driven each day that you can cover 
comfortably, by driving at a rea­ 
sonable speed, for not too long a 
time. 
Some touring experts h a v e a 
simple rule for distances to be cov­ 
ered in a day’s drive: 250 miles a 
day in congested areas where traf­ 
fic is heavy, not more than 300 
miles a day in sparsely-populated 
areas. Another rule is to always al­ 
low yourself a cushion, or several 
cushions of time in your plan, so 
that you may stay a little longer 
in a particular place if you like it 
and so that you can get home anc 
have a few hours to rest before 
going back to work again. 
How much will it cost—First con 
sider what you can afford to spend 
It is better to take a simple, inex 
pensive holiday you can 
afford 
then a lush a n d expensive one 
which will wreck the family bud 
get. 
The question of cost is not neces 
sarily one of distance covered. It 
is a m atter of the type of vacation 
you select. You can spend $50 
day at a luxury resort, or you can 
take the whole family on a long 
motoring trip, camping out along 
the way in state and national parks 
and spend not more than $15 
day for everything. For a family 
trip by automobile a good average 
for a couple (and you can take lit­ 
tle Johnny or Mary along at hardly 
anything extra) is about $20 a day 
This is minimum, with no margin 
for extras or emergencies. 
How to get there — The wise 
choice of your route, coming anc 
going, may m ake the difference be 
tween a dull and exciting trip. 
To select a route you need good 
maps. You can get them from your 
service station, or your motor club 
If they aren’t locally 
available 
they can be sent for within a few 
days. Your map reveals all sorts 
of highways, from super express 
routes and great turnpikes, to coun 
try lanes. As a general rule the 
secondary road is likely to be more 
interesting than the big highways 
But if time is an object, you 
may need to select some h i g h 
speed roads for part of your trip 
It is always good p l a n n i n g to 


choose a different return route. It 
generally costs no more, adds ele­ 
ments of interest and variety. 
What to take along—This means 
the clothes you take, the accessor­ 
ies you will want to use. and the 
luggage in which you pack them. 
Clothes should relate to the area 
you want to visit, the climate and 
what you want to do. Think also in 
term s of laundry and cleaning. 
You probably will be moving too 
fast to permit its being done local­ 
ly en route. So the wise vacation­ 
ist will plan a vacation wardrobe 
around the type of clothes that min­ 
imize the necessity for laundry and 
cleaning. Some of the new fabrics 
do it. 
Take clothes you are comfortable 
in, but don’t carry the idea of in­ 
formality to the point where you 
may be em barrassed by going in 
a good resort or fine hotel with the 
wrong clothes. 
There is almost no limit to the 
range of accessories you m i g h t 
take along. Select those that fit the 
type of trip you plan, and your in­ 
terests, that can be packed and 
carried easily. 
Finally, there is t h e m atter of 


luggage. Bulk and ease of hand­ 
ling are important. There are all 


j sorts of special pieces that are fine 
for a motor trip. 
Make sure you select the ones 
that can go in your car convenient- 
l ly, in the luggage compartment, or 
on the rear seat. The luggage 
should protect your clothes, against 
dust, rain and the hazards of hand- 
! ling. The right kind will keep your 
clothes and gear neat and ready to 
use. The wrong kind may result 
in unexpected expenses. 
With your plan made—your desti­ 
nation selected—your route chosen 
—your luggage and w a r d r o b e 
planned, the funds to pay for it 
secured—and the time to go chosen 
—you need to make a few advance 
preparations. 
If you are going into a crowded 
resort or vacation area, make sure 
you know where you are going to 
stay and if possible have advance 
reservations. Otherwise you may 
discover that the resort you se­ 
lected has no vacancy sign 
in 
front, with others in the area equal­ 
ly crowded. 
Then, at least a week before you 
, go, have your car carefully check­ 


ed at your service station or gar­ 
age to make certain that a pleas­ 
ant holiday will not be m arred by 
accidents or delays which could 
have been prevented with a little 
foresight. 
Make sure that you have a kit of 
the basic tools needed for em er­ 
gency occasions en route, that the 
maps you need for your trip are in 
the glove compartment, with itin­ 
erary marked.

recommend 
periodic 
checks of the following items: 
Brakes: They should stop 
a 
moving car in 25 feet at 20 miles 
per hour, and should take hold 
evenly on all wheels. Hand brake 
should be able to hold car under 
any normal condition. Brake flu­ 
id should be kept clean and at 
proper level, and brakes should 
take hold before pedal is depres­ 
sed to within one inch of floor 
board. 
Headlights: Lights should give 
maximum light for road 
a n d 
minimum glare. Upper and low­ 
er beams should be in good work­ 
ing condition, with lenses kept 
clean, reflectors bright at a l l 
times. 
Rear and stop lights: All bulbs 
should burn, and controls should 
operate properly. Lenses must 
be clean, 
clear 
and 
free 
of 
cracks. Be sure that directional 
signals are also in good working 
order. 
Tires: Proper inflation should 


be checked. T r e a d s and side­ 
walls should be designated un­ 
safe if worn so that fabric shows 
through the rubber or if there 
are any cuts or breaks. Signs of 
uneven wear indicate need for 
rotation and wheel alignment. 
Steering and wheel alignment: 
Excessive play in the steering 
wheel signifies improper adjust­ 
ment. 
Exhaust system and muffler: 
Check for rusted or worn spots 
and leaks that might allow car­ 


bon monoxide gas to seep into 
the car. 
Windshield wipers: Check fo r 
dependable operation. B l a d e s 
should be live, flexible rubber 
that will wipe windshields clean. 
lf blades streak, check them. 
Glass: 
All glass 
should

clean, free of cracks or discol­ 
oration. 
Horn: Should be 
audible for 
200 feet, but not so loud as to 
constitute a nuisance. 
Rear - view Mirror: S h o u l d 
give clear view of the road be­ 
hind.

Finding a picnic spot—isn t diffi-j 
cult if you plan intelligently. Al­ 
most all beaches are good places 
for picnics, but pick a spot far 
back from the water line or tide 
line, where the stand is smooth 
and level. Lakg shores, and river 
I banks are likely spots. 
Nearly all state and national 
parks have established p i c n i c 
areas, often with tables and ovens 
for cooking, receptacles for refuse, 
and useful personal facilities. Many 
states have wayside parks along 
main highways which offer good 
I picnic facilities.

For a long time in the westward 
migration of settlers, crossing the 
great deserts of the southwest was 
an ordeal. 
Sometimes desert travelers met 
with disaster—the burning s u n 
drove them mad—they ran out of 
water. In the southwest legends 
are stories of desert misadventure, 
stories about “tenderfoot” travel­ 
ers from the east who came to 
grief in the desert. 
But with modern highways and 
modern automobiles, desert driv­ 
ing is no longer dangerous or diffi­ 
cult. 
It can actually be fun, if common 
sense and a few simple rules are 
followed. 
Only 
unprepared 
and 
careless drivers still have difficul­ 
ty crossing desert areas. The im­ 
portant thing is heat. In winter 
the desert areas are benign, the 
dry air tonic and refreshing. Then 
desert travel is at its best, offers 
no problem at all. 
But during the rest of the year 
the desert heat is often terrific, a 
malignant force to be 
reckoned 
with. Here are rules based on ex­ 
perience to make it comfortable 
and safe. 
The best time for desert driving 
is in the early morning, the twi­ 
light hours, and at night. 
The worst time i s .mid-day. At 
night the desert is relatively cool, 
even in mid-summer. Veteran de­ 
sert drivers often start b e f o r e 
dawn, drive till about IO, hole up 
until about 5 before proceeding. 
Before starting check your car 
cooling system including your fan 
belt. Make sure the cooling system 
is clean, radiator full, fan belt un­ 
worn. It’s a good idea to carry an 
extra fan belt. You can probably 
put it on yourself, or any filling 
station attendant will be able to.; 
Carry spare radiator water. A 
good way to do so is in a canvas 
bag, hung from the door handle of 
your car. Evaporation will keep it 
cool. 
Watch tire pressure. It builds up 
fast under heat. If you start in the 
early morning set it s e v e r a l 
pounds under normal, check at IOO 
miles or so. 
Take a thermos bottle or jug of 
drinking water. It’s a long way be­ 
tween water holes in the desert. 
Good sunglasses are a must, for 


all members of your party. So is 
a yellow filter for your cam era. 
.Desert light is extremely intense 
and the full glare of it can injure 
eyes, fog a film. 
If you stop along the road and 


J wander off to look at a cactus plant 
put something on your head. A few 
minutes in full desert sun can give 
you a headache at the least,* sun­ 
stroke at the worst. 
Stay on paved roads. Don’t try 
to follow unpaved roads and desert 
tracks in your car. 
If you wander around in the des­ 


ert, l e a v e plants and animals 
alone. Desert snakes are often poi- j 
sonous, 
resent 
interference 
and 
most desert plants have spires to 
protect them. 
And above all keep speed to no- 
mal limits. Long open 
d e s e r t 


j stretches with little traffic are a 
temptatipn to high speed. 
But high speed in a desert means 
hotter motors, and hotter motors 
can sometime mean disaster. Fi­ 
nally, fill your gasoline tank be- j 
fore you start and refill as oppor­ 
tunity presents. Don’t wait till you 
run low. 
Filling stations are few and far 
between on many desert highways, 
often IOO miles or more apart. And 
when you fill your tanlf make sure 
! you check oil and water carefully. I

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Here’s How To Use Them 
Road Maps Prove Invaluable On Trips 


Each year oil companies, motor 
clubs, state and national agencies 
spend millions of dollars preparing 
handsomely printed a n d accurate 
m aps to make motor travel more 
rewarding and convenient. 
Selecting m aps and using them 
wisely is a first step in planning 
a trip and a constant aid in pur­ 
suing a journey once begun. 
Unfortunately too many people 
fail to understand the nature of 
m aps and what they provide in 
the w a y of information. So they 
waste the information that maps 
convey, or never discover it. 
A good map is a practical and 
special purpose tool. But it is more 
than that. It is a wise companion. 
It will keep you on your route, or 
suggest an alternate one that may 
be more rewarding. It will help 
you find a haven for the night or 
warn you about obstacles and dif­ 
ficulties ahead. It will reveal the 
pattern of the land. 


A MAP IS a portrait of a section 
of the earth’s surface. But it is not 
a portrait in the sense of a photo­ 
graph (though the best m aps are 
now a projection of photographs 
made from the air). 


A map is a drawing which tells 
you about the elements of the land 
through symbols. So a super high­ 
way may be a heavy red line, and 
a country lane a thin black line. A 
large city may be *a bold black 
dot, and a tiny village a small dot. 
Not all m a p m a k e r s use the 
same symbols, so the first thing to 
do when you get a map is to find 
out what the sumbols on it mean. 
Somewhere on each m a p is a 
printed explanation of the symbols 
it uses. 
It is generally called a “legend.” 
It tells you how different types of 
highways are shown on that map. 
It will give you a clue to cities of 
different 
sizes, 
show 
you 
how 
parks, recreation areas, t r a i l s , 
mountain peaks, rivers are indi­ 
cated. It will tell you about air- 
f i e l d s , time zones, county lines. 
And it will show you distance be­ 
tween towns. 
But that is only the beginning in 
your learning about and u s i n g 
maps. Most maps have a g r e a t 
d e a l of additional information. 
They will probably have a table of 
town sizes. 
There is likely to be a chart 
of recreational facilities, indicating 


the detailed facilities that 
each 
recreational area has—as 
swim­ 
ming. boating, camping, picnick­ 
ing. Each map will also probably 
have secondary maps in a differ­ 
ent scale of the principle large cit­ 
ies in the area reported by the 
map, showing the routes in and 
out of them, even designating nota­ 
ble buildings and points of special 
interest. 


FINALLY, MANY maps have ex­ 
cellent concise summaries of scen­ 
ic, historic and sightseeing infor­ 
mation presented textually. 
The time to get a map is when 
you first start planning a trip. You 
may need several different im ps 
to complete your plans. When you 
get home again the maps you have 
used will help you rem em ber your 
trip, tell your friends about it. 
You can get m aps from many 
different agencies. Most oil compa­ 
nies have excellent ones. Your lo­ 
cal service station w i l l probably 
have one showing your own area 
and adjacent regions. 
The chances are that the service 
station m anager can get you all 
the m aps you may need for a

trip of any duration. He does it by 
writing to, or helping you write to. 
a central touring bureau. From it 
you can receive at no cost every 
map you may require for a partic­ 
ular trip, with the best route care­ 
fully marked on it. 
Maps also can be o b t a i n e d 
through motor clubs. 
Such clubs also have complete 
routing services. 
Most states prepare 
excellent 
state highway maps, issued free 
on request. Simply send a two-cent 
postcard to the state highway de­ 
partm ent of the state in which you 
are interested, at the capital city 
of the state. 
The United States 
government 
probably m akes more maps than 
I any other agency in t h e world. 
.They are printed in every scale 
and for every purpose. 
Though most of them are not 
free, the cost of them is so nomin­ 
al as to be unimportant. The best 
way to get U. S. government maps 
is to write to the U. S. Government 
• Printing Office, Washington, D. C., 
and ask for the catalog of maps. 
City, county and other l o c a l 
maps are available at most sta­ 
tionery stores, and are generally 
! quite inexpensive. 
Many travelers c o n s i d e r the 
large sheets on which maps are 
printed cumbersome to use, and 
confusing. 
You can easily convert a big 
map into a convenient reference 
tool by chopping it into sections, 
pasting sections in an 
ordinary 
school note book. If you use a loose 
leaf cover you can add maps and 
pages as necessary. A good idea is 
to intersperse the map pages with 
blank pages of paper, use the blank 
pages opposite each map section 
for notes about your trip, things 
you saw or did, places you want 
to remem ber, restaurants where 
you ate and inns, or hotels, motor 
courts where you stayed. 
Thus arranged each map can be 
easily and quickly consulted with 
adjacent notes that are fascinating 
reminders of things done. One such 
notebook would provide the means j 
of planning and remembering a 
dozen different trips.

No country provides for its citi­ 
zens so rich a treasure of natural 
wonder, historic monument 
a n d 
recreational opportunity as is of­ 
fered by the United States govern­ 
ment through the Natonal P a r k 
Service. 
The first national park was es­ 
tablished 40 years ago, by act of 
C o n g r e s s . It was Yellowstone, 
about 2,000,000 acres of scenic 
grandeur and natural oddity. It 
was decided to preserve it in the 
public interest, make its strange 
sights and wild mountain beauty 
available to all the people. 
Last year 50,000,000 Americans 
visited national parks and monu­ 
ments scattered over the country. 
National p a r k s and monuments 
have become primary 
vacation 
targets. 
Visiting them offers a greater 
range of interest and experience 
than can be found in any o t h e r 
way. Within 40 years the national 
park system has grown enormous­ 
ly. It now has 181 areas of scenic, 
scientific and historical interest. 
They are in all parts of the coun­ 
try. They are diverse in character 
.from a mountainous rain forest in 
the Pacific Northwest to the Stat­ 
ue of Liberty in New York Harbor, 
from Death Valley to the Home of 
President Roosevelt, from the trop­ 
ical wonderland of the Everglades 
in Florida to Gettysburg Battle­ 
field. 


TWENTY EIGHT NATIONAL parks and dozens of national mon­ 
uments over the country are a treasure trove for the motorist.

SO VAST, scattered and varied 
are the facilities offered by the Na­ 
tional Park organization that most 
people are confused by the range 
and diversity of the opportunity of­ 
fered. 
Here then is a summary of the 
character and facility of national 
park areas. 
They are divided into s e v e r a l 
groups: 
national parks, 
chiefly 
large scenic areas; National his­ 
torical parks, which preserve relics 
of one sort or another; national 
military parks, which are battle­ 
field sites; 
national monuments 
which are everytihng from homes 
of famous Americans to prehistor­ 
ic ruins; and National Parkways, 
which are scenic highways c o n ­ 
necting national parks, or leading 
through historic area. 
The 28 national parks i n c l u d e 
such widely - scattered and diverse 
areas as Acadia in Maine, 
on 
Mount Desert Island, a rugged pic­ 
turesque 
area 
of 
great 
cliffs, 
pounding surf; Everglades Nation­ 
al Park, an aquatic tropical won­ 
derland at the tip of Florida; Great 
Smoky National Parks, most vis­ 
ited of all the park areas, preserv­ 
ing the rugged, forested grandeur 
of the Southern Highlands; H o t 
Springs National Park, our o n l y 
national spa, where 
m i n e r a l 
springs offer healing to many visi­ 
tors; M o u n t Rainier 
National 
Park, a vast Alpine playground on 
the forested slopes of a towering 
snow peak; Yellowstone, the first 


park, full of such things as geys­ 
ers, mud fountains, waterfalls, and 
assorted high mountain beauty; 
Yosemite, a spectacular valley in 
California carved by glacier ac­ 
ton; Mamouth Cave, in Kentucky, 
a subterranean wonderland. There 
are nineteen more. 


NATIONAL historical parks pre­ 
serve relics like the log cabin 
birthplace of Abraham Lincoln in 
Kentucky, and Jamestown Island 
in Virginia, site of the first English 
settlement in this country. 
National military parks are bat­ 
tlefield areas such as Gettysburg, 
and many more, where trenches 
and weapons are carefully p r e ­ 
served, and w h e r e monuments 
erected as memorials to b r a v e 
men who fought there are main­ 
tained. 
There are almost a hundred na­ 
tional monuments. They 
include 
such widely scattered and different 
things as Canyon de Chelly in Ari­ 
zona, with ancient cliff dwelling 
ruins; a fine Spanish fort at St. 
Augustine built in 1672; the battle­ 
field where Custer’s last stand oc­ 
curred in Montana; a spectacular 
ly scenic mountain wilderness area 
in Wyoming, including the picture 
book peaks of the Grand Teton 
mountains; a grove of giant red­ 
wood trees within an hour’s drive 
of downtown San Francisco; t h e 
Statue of Liberty in New Y o r k 
Harbor; the curious desert of gyp­ 
sum sand in New Mexico called 
White Sands. 
Most notable of the 
national 
parkways in the Blue Ridge Park­ 
way, twisting down the spine of 
the Southern Highlands, linking two 


great national park areas, and of­ 
fering a spectacular high moun­ 
tains scenic drive. 
Because most of the 
national 
park areas preserve elements 
of 
unique scenic interest, there a r e 
more in the west than any other 
section. California has more than 
any other state, ranging from lava 
beds in the north to a desert wil­ 
derness in the south. California’s 
national parks include some vast 
forest preserves with the biggest 
trees in the world. 
But when the national monu­ 
m ents are included, you can find 
cne or more worth visiting within 
a few hours drive of almost any 
part of the country. The most pop­ 
ular parks are in the east, with 
the Great Smokies drawing more 
than 2,000,000 visitors every year. 


THE ORIGINAL national p a r k 
was established “as a public park 
and pleasuring ground for the en­ 
joyment of the people.” That idea 
has been the touchstone of national 
park policy ever since. To provide 
access to the park areas, the Park 
Service has built, thousands of 
miles of roads. 
It has established camp and pic­ 
nic sights, built overlooks to make 
the viewing of scenic points con­ 
venient; equipped park staffs with 
naturalists and historians to ex­ 
plain the meaning the things ex­ 
hibited; 
leased 
concessions 
for 
hotels, 
restaurants, 
refreshment 
stands; 
surveyed and laid out 
thousands of miles of hiking trails; 
provided boats, fishing equipment, 
swimming beaches. No where else 
in the world is so much available 
for so little. It is not surprising 


■ that the parks draw increasing 
, million* of visitors each year, and 
I that the visitors use the parks so 
strenuously and with enjoyment. 
Planning a national park h o I i- 
day, or a succession of such holi­ 
days is easy. If you visit them all * 
you can spend a lifetime, but many 
motorists visit one or more each 
year. 
The best thing to do is to decide 
which parks you want to visit, in 
what part of the country. You can 
get a list from the National Park 


Service in Washington, D. C., or 
your service station or motor club 
can provide one. You also wi l l ! 
find a descriptive list of park fa- 
cilities in nearly all standard re­ 
ferences such as encyclopaedai, 
W o r l d 
Almanac, 
Information | 
Please Almanac and in Atlases. 
When you have decided what parks 
you are interested in, either as a 
vacation base, or en route during a 
vacation trip, write to the super­ 
intendent of each one (a two-cent 


postcard will do the trick), and ask 
for descriptive literature. 
When it comes, such literature 
will give you complete details of 
the particular attractions and op­ 
portunities that particular p a r k 
area has.

Famed Scenic Highways Offer Adventures In Motoring 


Wonderlands

Most 
highways 
a r e working 
roads. They have utility; you use 
them to get from one place to an­ 
other. Many roads lead to points 
of scenic and historic interest, but 
are not in themselves scenic. 
But there are some great scenic 
highways. Driving along them is 
an adventure in discovery of natur­ 
al wonders and scenic grandeur. 
Driving the great scenic high­ 
ways you need but to look and 
drive, as a panoramic show un­ 
rolls beside you. The great scenic 
highways are in all sections of the 
country, offer 
everything 
from 
snow peaks to ocean views, from 
great forests to lake shores, from 
city skylines to desert wilderness. 
Some are built as scenic roads, 
offer special facilities for viewing 
the natural wonders they reveal. 
Others are stretches of important 
highways, where a highway route 
and scenic opportunity coincide. 
Here is a list of scenic highways 
over the country with a brief de­ 
scription of each. 
In almost every case driving a 
scenic route should be done with 
restraint, at a speed under the 
established limit, doing concen­ 
trated viewing of the s p e c i a l 
sights from overlooks off the high­ 
way. 
This descriptive listing of t h e 
great scenic highways of this coun­ 
try and Canada starts in the south 
and east, moves north a n d west 
across the country. It starts with: 
Overseas Highway To Key West 
—One of the most remarkable 
roads in the world actually pro­ 
vides an ocean voyage by auto­ 
mobile. 
Starting a few miles below Mi­ 
ami, Fla., it links a chain of is­ 
lands ending with Key West, more 
than 120 miles from the tip of the 
Florida mainland—the l o n g e s t 
ocean going motor road in the 
world. No description can convey 
the dramatic quality of the jour­ 
ney, never twice the same. The 
elements of it are the arching 
tropical sky, the shining, m a n y 
hued sea, islands everywhere. 
You may be passing over an is­ 
land or see a scattered dozen far 
across the water. The journey is 
made possible by a series of 
bridges, trestles and fills, the for­ 
mer right of way of a railroad. 
The longest bridge is seven miles 
long. The round trip from Miami 
to Key West will be about 350 
miles, almost 250 of it over the 
ocean. The Key West Overseas 
Highway is officially designated as 
U. S. I, the Key West end being 
the southern terminus of that cele­ 
brated route. 
Old Spanish Trail—Is historical­ 
ly one of the oldest roads in the 
country. After discovering Florida, 
the Spanish explorers worked their 


way west along it, and later made 
the road the link of their far flung 
wilderness empire. 
Officially it is known as U. S. 98 
and U. S. 90. It stretches for more 
than 200 miles along the Gulf of 
Mexico. The scenic stretches be­ 
gin just west of A ppalachia^, 
Fla., and extend almost to New 
Orleans, Louisiana. Often the high­ 
way flanks the beach so that you 
have sand and surf on one side, 
forest, bayou and settlement on 
the other. It links charming and 
historic towns — A ppalachia^, 
Pensicola, Mobile, Biloxi, Gulfport, 
to list but a few. 
Blue Ridge Parkway and Skyline 
Drive—Are two spectacular scenic 
boulevards b u i l t and maintained 
exclusively as such by the U. S. 
government. 
They are part of the National 
Parks system, link Shenandoah Na­ 
tional Park at one end of the South­ 
ern Highland area with the Great 
Smoky National Park 500 miles to 
the south. Most of the route of the 
two great roads swings and twists 
along 
the 
high 
spines 
of 
the 
wooded mountains, often at 3.000 
feet or more altitude. 
The total distance from Front 
Royal in Virginia, the northern 
end, to the Great Smoky Mountain 
National Park at the southern end 
is about 500 miles, with more than 
300 mile* open to travel. 
The two parkways a r e superbly 
engineered, give access to dra­ 
matic mountain scenery. 
The landscaping and regional 
planning along the route are so 
cunningly contrived and associated 
that the effect is an unconscious 
association of a beautiful mountain 
country and a- way of life peculiar 
to it. Along the two roads are 
scattered special overlooks, facili­ 
ties for recreation and diversion of 
all kinds, including camping and 
hiking. 
West Virginia Turnpike — cuts 
through the rugged, wooded moun­ 
tains of West Virginia from Prince­ 
ton to Charleston, a distance of 
about 88 miles. Building it was a 
major engineering feat. 
Driving it is an adventure in 
scenic opportunity. It cuts through 
mountains with tunnels, spans, val­ 
leys, with great bridges (76 of 
them*. It rises from 600 feet to 
3,200 feet, and gives convenient 
access to some of the most rugged 
and interesting mountain scenery 
in the east. 


Colonial Parkway — is in Tide­ 
water Virginia, a scenic boulevard 
13 miles long that links historic 
Williamsburg with Yorktown on 
the York River. About half the 
distance is close by the shore of 
the York River, with superb views 
of that proud tidal stream. There 
are frequent overlooks, and picnic 
spots. The area flanking the Park­ 
way is handsomely landscaped. 
Mount Vernon Memorial High­ 
way — like the Colonial Parkway 
farther south in Virginia links two 
historic places, in this case Alex­ 
andria, Virginia at the northern 


end and Mount Vernon, Washing­ 
ton’s home, at the southern end. 
It is a pleasant, handsomely 
parked scenic boulevard with fine 
view of the wide Potomac River, 
glimpses of historic old colonial es­ 
tates. 
Some scenic highways are a part 
of big city highway and boulevard 
systems. They are designed to car­ 
ry city and suburban traffic but 
also provide unusual sightseeing 
opportunity. Such a scenic highway 
is New York City’s 
Henry Hudson Parkway — a mul- 
ti’.ane express highway w h i c h 
flanks the Hudson River along the 
west side of Manhattan Island and 
Westchester County at the north 
of it. 
The Parkway is one of the best 
places to get a spectacular view 
of the lordly Hudson River, the 
cliffs of the Palisades along its 
western shore and such special 
accessories as George Washington 
Bridge. 
Another striking view of the Hud­ 
son along one of its most pictur­ 
esque and rugged parts can be 
had from the west shore of the 
river by traveling: 
Storm King Highway—otherwise 
known as U. S. 9W, from Haver­ 
straw north to beyond Bear Moun­ 
tain, West Point, as far as Kings- 
ton, a distance of about 70 miles. 
Views of the river, the great head­ 
lands and mountains through which 
it has cut its way are spectacular. 
Canada has s o m e fine scenic 
routes worthy of travel, two not­ 
able ones in eastern Canada are 
the 
Queen Elizabeth W’ay — which 
cuts around the end of Lake On­ 
tario, linking Buffalo with Toronto, 
and its extension, Canada Route 
2, which links Toronto with Mon­ 
treal to the east. 
The road for most of its dis­ 
tance follows either the shore of 
the lake or the north bank of the 
St. Lawrence River, with fine view 
of that scenic waterway. It gives 
access to hundreds of resorts and 
fishing camps which line the river. 
! Another Canadian highway on this 
continent is the: 
Cabot Trail — in Nova Scotia. 
Built at great cost and with en­ 
gineering daring, it closely follows 
the shore of rugged Cape Breton, 
in northern Nova Scotia. Often it 
climbs a cliff side hundreds of feet 
above the pounding surf. 
Views from it are breathtaking. 
It gives access to wild and beauti­ 
ful Highland National Park and the 
resorts and fishing towns which 
flank the Pocky, picturesque shore 
oI the cape. Very similar to the 
Cabot Trail in character and op­ 
portunity is the road which hugs 
the shore of 
Gaspe Peninsula — in Canadian 
Quebec. Officially it is Canadian 
Route 6. For several hundred miles 
it follows the cliffs and headlands, 
often high above the sea. Again it 
will skirt a rocky b e a c h , lead 
through a quaint a n d typically 
French provincial village. 
In the middle west one of the 


most showy scenic drives is part 
of Chicago’s boulevard system. It 
is the famed expressway. 
The Outer Drive — It is multi- 
laned, reserved for passenger car 
use. For almost 30 miles, through 
handsomely parked right of way 
it follows closely along the shore 
of Lake Michigan, often within a 
few feet of a surf swept public 
beach. 
One spectacular quality of t h e 


Outer Drive comes from superb 
view it provides of Chicago’s sky­ 
line, ranking next to New Y o r k 
with its forest of skyscrapers. The 
northern portion of the Outer Drive 
cuts through big Lincoln Park, pro­ 
vides a fine view of it. 
Some of the country’s most re­ 
markable scenic roads are among 
mountains. The most notable of 
them are in the high peaks of Colo­ 
rado, the western Rockies and the 


Canadian Rockies across the bor­ 
der. 
1 
Among the mountains are thou­ 
sands of miles of scenic routes. 
Only a few of the more notable 
are described here. Perhaps the 
most famous mountain road in the 
west is: 
Pikes Peak Highway — F r o m 
just west of Colorado Springs, it 
twists and loops by the eastern 


slope of the peak to the summit 
more than 14,000 feet high. 
Driving it is a motoring adven­ 
ture, sometimes thrilling, always 
interesting. Views from the road 
are superb. But the highest motor 
road in the country is not the Pikes 
Peak highway, but 
Mount Evans Road—part of U. S. 
6 west of Denver. At Loveland 
Pass it rises to just under 12,000 
feet. Equally notable is Trail Ridge 


Road (U. S. 34) which loops and 
twists through Rocky Mountain Na­ 
tional Park, from Estes Park at 
the park's eastern entrance to 
Grand Lake on the West. 
The Redwood Highway — 
For 
about 200 miles the highway leads 
through the great redwood forest 
area, grove after grove of tower­ 
ing giants. Through the groves the 
highway has an awesome cathe­ 
dral-like quality.

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Do’s And Don’ts Offered 
In Choosing Motor Court 


If your holiday trip by automo­ 
bile lasts more than a day, the 
chances are that you will want to 
consider stopping overnight in a 
motor court. 
They are also called motels and 
motor inns. The development of 
motor courts over the country in 
the last IO years is one of the most 
remarkable phenomena of modern 
mobile life. It is the direct result of 
the use of automobiles. M o t o r 
courts are designed to provide the 
maximum of convenience and fa­ 
cility for the motorist. 
But there are all types of motor 
courts and your selection of the 
one where you will be most com­ 
fortable, or the selection of sev­ 
eral motor courts you may want 
to use during the course of a longer 
trip, may make the difference be­ 
tween a pleasant rewarding jour­ 
ney and a disappointing trip 


Here are some basic rules which 
will help you make a wise selec­ 
tion of a motor court that will fit 
your needs, your means and your 
itinerary. 
All together there are more than 
30,000 motor courts scattered over 
the country. Of the total number 
more than half cannot be recom­ 
mended. They are too small, are 
not well run, lack convenience and 
facility that you are entitled to ex­ 
pect. Many are badly designed 
and located. 
Most of the better courts are on 
the main highways close to cities 
or towns. When you approach the 
city where you have decided you 
want to spend the night, slow up 
and start looking. 
Most of the better courts have 
large signs which tell about their 
facilities. But don’t be misled by 
the signs. The things to look for 


are size, location with relation to 
the town and to places to eat, set­ 
ting on the plot of ground where 
the court is built, facilities, such as 
the equipment of the units and gen­ 
eral facilities available to a l l 
guests, parking convenience for 
your automobile, cleanliness, and 
finally cost. 
Consider th e characteristics of 
possible courts in the order just 
suggested, first: 
Size — As a general rule the big­ 
ger courts are the best. S m a l l 
courts, which means of less than 
15 units, are likely to be family 
owned, inadequately financed and 
will lack the staff necessary to pro­ 
vide good service. 
Often the small court is badly 
equipped, because the money ran 
out before the furniture and fa­ 
cilities were purchased. On the oth­ 
er hand the bigger courts, 20 units 
or more, are generally owned by a 
company with enough money to 
equip and manage them properly. 
So try to pick a court with 20 or 
more units. 
Location — Generally it is better

to be just outside the city, rather 
than within it, but more important 
are the actual surroundings. A 
court in or near a residential sec­ 
tion is likely to be better and more 
comfortable than one in a factory 
or commerfcial district. Equally im­ 
portant is a location near a good 
place to eat. In vacation areas, or 
along highways carrying a heavy 
volume of vacation travel, this is 
not likely to be much of a problem. 
There is generally a restaurant 
where you can get an acceptable 
breakfast or dinner. Some of the 
larger courts have their own din­ 
ing rooms, and they are o f t e n 
quite good. But it is a disadvantage 
to stop at a court, no matter how 
good, if you have to drive five 
miles to find a place to eat. 
Setting — is very important. It 
may make the difference between 
a quiet, restful night and one in 
which your dreams are haunted by 
roaring traffic, or the rattle of a 
railway train passing on a pearby 
track. 
From the standpoint of traffic 
noise, the most undesirable court 
is one built parallel to the highway 
or flanking a railing. The best set 
courts are far back from the high­ 
way, well insulated by grounds. 
If the units are built at right an­ 
gles to the highway try to get 
one as far as possible from the 
highway. A good design is the U 
shaped court, with the office and 
lobby in the center of the U facing 
the highway, and the guest units 
in wings at right angles to the 
highway. 
Facilities — the equipment of 
the units, and the general facili 
ties available to guests. It is ex 
tremely important that they be of 
good quality, well selected and ar 
ranged. 
You can only find out by inspec 
tion and it is traditional t h a t 
motor court guests inspect the unit 
to which they are assigned before 
accepting it or paying any money. 
Inspect the bed, particularly th e 
mattress and pillows. It is the most 
important thing you are buying. 
Inspect the c h a i r s and general 
equipment of the room, closet or 
other arrangements for storing or 
hanging up your things. The kind 
of lighting a room has is impor 
tant.' So is ventilation. 
Many courts in the hotter parts 
of the country are air conditioned 
If you select an air-conditioned unit 
make sure you know how to oper­ 
ate it and that it doesn’t make so 
much noise it will keep you awake 
all night. In the bathroom look for 
quality and convenience in the ac 
cessories. If they look cheap and 
inadequate it is a good sign that 
the court is badly run. 
Cleanliness — is most important. 
See if the bathroom is immaculate, 
sheets snowy white. Look in the 
closet to see there are no corners 
full of dust. Carpets should be 
clean and floors polished. An im­ 
portant clue is mirrors. If they 
are gleaming and clear it is a 
pretty good sign that the cleanli­ 
ness of the whole court is good. 
Daily rate — In the large better 
courts rates are fixed and posted,

they think they can get, depending 
on demand and the look of the pro­ 
spective guests. Rates vary with 
demand and the season, particu­ 
larly in the popular resort areas. 
An average general rate for a 
good court is from $7 to $8 per 
day for a unit for two people. If 
you are traveling with your family 
and need extra beds, there will 
probably be a slight extra charge 
to the two person rate for the ex­ 
tra bed. Many courts have special 
units for family use with extra 
beds, often with kitchenettes. If 
you are interested in that sort of 
facility ask to see such a unit be­ 
fore you decide. 
Most motor courts collect in ad­ 
vance for the first night’s stay, at 
the time of registration. Nearly all 
motor courts require th e license 
number of your car. its type and 
make, when you register. In some 


states they are required to get this 
information by law. 
Many of the better and larger 
courts have varied general facili­ 
ties available to all guests. These 
may include a coffee shop or res­ 
taurant, a guest l o b b y , grounds 
with patio, swimming pool, play­ 
ground equipment for children. 
Most of the better motor courts 
have free ice cube service, with a 
chest full of cubes where guests 
may help themselves. Few motor 
courts except the very large ones 
have telephones in the units. But 
all will have telephones in the lob­ 
by or office. 
Parking convenience—One ot the 
great advantages at motor courts 
for the highway traveler is the 
ease of parking. 
It is always free and generally 
so arranged that you park direct­ 
ly in front of or beside the unit 


you occupy. You load and unload 
your own baggage, though some 
of the large courts have porter 
service for those who request it. 
Now you know the things to look 
for and consider in choosing a mo­ 
tor court. Next is the time to stop. 
Unless you have a confirmed res­ 
ervation at a known court, stop 
early enough to have some range 
of selection. 
Pick two or three courts that 
seem to be likely choices and in­ 
spect them all before you decide. 
It takes a little longer but it is 
one way to make sure you get .he 
best. If you stay in a court you 
like find out whether it belongs to 
a particular motor court associa­ 
tion or group. Several associations 
have lists of their members avail­ 
able to all guests. 
They maintain high standards of, 
service and quality, so you will! 


want to look for other members of 
the group as you proceed with your 
journey. Most associations have ar­ 
rangements by which one mem- 
bei can phone ahead to others to 
reserve accommodations.

‘Crippled Cars’ Are Killers, 
Automobile Club Emphasizes 


Tragedies dot the nation’s news­ 


papers because drivers have n o t 
recognized the hazard of the crip­ 
pled car. 


In 1954, the American Automo­ 


bile Association reports 
t h e r e 
were 41,388,000 calls for assistance 


from motorists with disabled 
ve­ 
hicles. Two - thirds of these calls, 1 
or almost 28.000.000, involved ve-j 
hides stalled on streets and high­ 
ways. 


How many of these crippled cars 


were pulled off the road and how 
many were left standing as death} 
traps in the right of way, no one 
knows. But there is little 
doubt 


that the crippled car is to blame 
for many a highway death. 
That 
year 
1,120 
people 
were 
killed and 87,740 injured in acci­ 
dents involving cars that w e r e 
parked or standing still on road­ 
ways. In Connecticut, for 
exam ­ 
ple, five persons were killed 
in 


collision ‘‘involving disabled vehi­ 
cles.” 
On the Pennsylvania Turnpike, 
nearly ll per cent of all accidents 
over a 13-year period involved ve­ 
hicles standing still and 14 p e r 
cent of all accidents were caused 
by ‘‘vehicle failures.” 
Vehicle failure is usually 
t h e 
fault of operators who do not keep 
their cars and trucks in good re­ 
pair. 
To avoid crippled * car danger, 
motorists are being urged to make 
sure that their engines are tuned 
and in dependable operating condi­ 
tion, their 
tires 
have 
sufficient 
tread for safe driving, that their 
windshield 
wipers 
and 
washers 
are in proper repair. 


Safety authorities also point out 
the necessity for a thorough check 


of a car’s brakes, exhaust system, 
lights, horn, steering and rearview 


m i r r o r s . 
Properly maintained 
cooling systems are important too. 
Proper vehicle maintenance has 
long been advocated by automo­ 
tiv e jobbers and dealers who say: 
“Care will save your car.” Those 
lucky drivers who have 
walked 
away from a crippled - car crash 
might add: ‘‘Care for you car may 
save your life.”
